In the m eantim e, it is wive to do all 
the advance Work possible T hat In­ 
cludes careful planning of the exact 
location* where each is to go and 
the actual preparation ol the plant­ 
ing holes. 
Do not skimp oh the size of the 
holes. Make them extra large Mix 
whatever humus you have with good 
topsoil adding a generous quantity 
( of bonemeal and a little complete 
fertilizer 
Fill the holes with the preparer! 
'oil. leaving a little mound to shed

freezing weather arrive earlier than 
expected cover with suit hay, straw,

Tips On Planting 
White Narcissus 


Paper-w hite narcissus, particularly 
those planted early, should have 
about two weeks for rooting in a cool 
dark place before being placed In a 
sunny cool window. The first p lan t­ 
ing should not br* attem pted before 
the beginning of November and re­ 
sults are more certain lf the first 
planting I- delayed until Dec I 
Planted In November, the flower* 
will take fifty-five days to come into 
bloom 
Planted fifteen days later, 
they take fifty days. When plan­ 
ning for a succession of blooms, take 
this Into account, allowing for five 
days less for each fifteen days of 
later planting

Failure or unsatisfactory results 
with winter-flowering bulb* grown
